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Approved: New homes 
development for town 


AN APPLICATION which seals 
the future of one of Haverhill's 
earmarked growth sites has 
been approved today. 

Plans for more than 1,000 
homes, a primary school and a 
“local centre” plus a new relief 
road on a 43 hectare area in the 
north-west of the town was 
approved by St Edmundsbury 
Borough Council’s Develop¬ 
ment Control Committee. 

Controversy and much debate 
surrounded the building of the 
relief road - because planning 
officers had stated that the 
relief road would have to be 
completed within five years of 
the start of building on the 
housing development. 

But councillors said this was 
not soon enough and the road 
should be in place to cope with 
the additional traffic which 
would result from the new 
housing. 

The application stated: 
“Originally it was intended that 
the road should be delivered 
before any other part of the 
development. 

“However, this would require 
signifcant expenditure before 
any income had been received 
from the sale of houses. 

“This in turn would have had 
a significant impact upon the 
viability of the whole develop¬ 
ment reducing the potential to 
provide other essential infra- 
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structure.” 

Cllr Maureen Byrne, deputy 
mayor and borough councillor, 
told the meeting she supported 
the application - but “had res¬ 
ervations”. 

“I am not going to object 
because we need this housing 
in Haverhill, and we especially 
need the 30% affordable hous¬ 
ing,” she said. 

“But I can’t see why funding 
for the road can’t be found else¬ 
where. 

“Suffolk County Council and 
St Edmundsbury Borough 
council should be putting their 
heads together to ensure that 
this relief road is started now. 

“We cannot afford to wait five 
years,” she added. 

The completion of the road 
will be secured by a bond, 
which will pay for the road if it 
is not finished within five 
years. 

Cllr Tony Brown, borough 
and county councillor, said if 
the road was not built first it 
would add congestion to 
Haverhill’s existing roads. 

He said: “Five years is a long 
time, and it could have a knock- 
on effect on transport in 
Haverhill with all of the extra 
residents. 

“The houses could well be 


built within five years.” 

He objected to the plans at 
the meeting. He said: “My 
objection is not about the 
development itself but around 
the delay in implementing the 
north western bypass. 

“The timescale for delivery of 
the bypass is just not accepta¬ 
ble to residents. 

“Five years after the building 
of the first house is too long to 
wait.” 

Chris Rand, planning officer, 
told councillors at the meeting 
that they had looked at other 
options but had not been suc¬ 
cessful in getting “forward 
funding”. 

Cllr Gordon Cox was in sup¬ 
port of the plans but said infra¬ 
structure, such as GP surgeries 
and a community hospital, 
were needed first. 

Other concerns expressed 
during consultation included 
the negative impact on crime 
levels and the impact on near¬ 
by homes. 

The plans were approved, 
with 10 councillors in favour 
and one against.

My brave Archie 
is an inspiration 


Little Archie Outlaw has 
undergone more than 20 
operations - including one 
to break and rebuild his 
skull - and he’s just four 
years old. 

DEBRA FOX went along 
to meet him 


A BRAVE 4-year-old boy, who has had 
20 operations since birth, is getting 
ready to start school in September, 
against all the odds. 

Archie Outlaw, who lives with par¬ 
ents Kelly and Stephen in Haverhill, 
suffers from Craniosynostosis, a birth 
defect which effects the shape of a 
baby’s skull. 

But after numerous hospital visits 
and procedures, one of which includ¬ 
ed a seven-hour surgery at John 
Radcliffe Hospital, Oxford, to break 
and rebuild his skull, Archie is more 
active than ever, and will start in the 
reception class at Burton End Primary 
School in September. 

As well as having Craniosynostosis, 
which effects one in every 2,500 chil¬ 
dren, Archie suffers from a rare genet¬ 
ic disorder called Frontometaphyseal 
Dysplasia. 

There are only 35 cases of this in the 
world - and it involves abnormalities 
in skeletal development, and other 
health problems. 

Mum Kelly, 32, gave up her manage¬ 
ment job at the town’s Tesco store to 
care for Archie full-time. 

She said: “If you had seen Archie 
three years ago, you would not believe 
it - he wasn’t the same. 

“He looked so pale and ill - to see 
him so much better is great.” 

Both of Archie’s conditions have had 
other impacts on his health. The little 
boy, who celebrated his fourth birth¬ 
day last month, has also had major 
surgery to repair his windpipe, a tra¬ 
cheostomy, and has had a feeding 
tube and hearing aids fitted. 

Despite this, Archie currently 
attends pre-school at Burton End 
every weekday afternoon and is start¬ 
ing to understand what “being a 
4-year-old is all about”. 

He is also having lessons with a 
speech therapist and a special teacher 
for deaf children. 

“He does get all of the right support 
from his school,” said Kelly. 

“He absolutely loves it, and just 
doesn’t let any of his problems bother 
him.” 

Archie is due to have follow-up 
appointments for his skull, ears, 
windpipe - and knees, which are not 
growing straight. Archie’s legs have 
previously been in casts due to his 
muscles and tendons being too tight. 

Kelly and her husband Stephen, 35, 
are currently waiting for a licence to 
carry out genetic screening to see if

Frontometaphyseal Dysplasia would 
be passed on to another child. There 
is a 50/50 chance it could be. 

If they cannot have the test, or if the 
results are positive, Kelly, who is a 
carrier for the condition, 
and her husband plan to 
look into adoption. 

Kelly has set up a 
Facebook page to raise 
awareness about 
Archie’s condition. 

She said: “To see him 
looking healthy and 
being active is amazing 
- he is such an inspiring 
little boy.”

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Priorities 
set for 
next three

IMPROVING roads and 
supporting vulnerable 
people are just some of 
Suffolk County 
Council’s new 
priorities. 

The five priorities, 
which also include 
raising educational 
accomplishments and 
empowering local 
communities, were 
revealed to councillors 
last week. 

They will be a main 
council focus from now, 
until 2017. 

Cllr Mark Bee, leader 
of Suffolk County 
Council, said: “While

Councillor calls for ban 
on dogs in High Street 



Man caught stealing parts from 
employer and selling them on ebay 


A MACHINE operator who 
stole £16,000 worth of parts 
from his employer and sold 
them at bargain prices on 
eBay has been spared jail. 

Mark Smith, 34, of Glemsford 
Place, Haverhill, was caught 
when his manager at the 
engineering company Inflite, 
based at Stansted Airport, 
recognised tools used to build 
an aircraft as coming from 
the business. 

He set up a colleague to pur¬ 
chase a package and the trail 
led back to Smith, Chelmsford 
Crown Court heard on 
Monday. 

Over four months, Smith 
took 60 items worth £16,287 at 
retail price to “pay money off 
debts”. 

Smith pleaded guilty to theft 
by employee between 
September 2013 and lanuary 
this year and was given an 
eight-month prison sentence, 
suspended for 18 months, 
with 200 hours of unpaid 
work, and attendance on a 
Thinking Skills programme. 


Recorder Sandeep Kainth 
told him: “You took a calcu¬ 
lated risk and gambled.” 

He added: “You stole from 
your employer over four 
months. You knew it was very 
easy to take items and over 
that time you took at least 60 
items and sold them at sub¬ 
stantially below cost.” 

Gerard Renouf, prosecuting, 
said Smith worked at Inflite 
twice, from lanuary 2012 to 
lanuary 2013, and then March 
2013 to lanuary 9 this year. 

Hangar manager Michael 
Spencer, based at Stansted 
Airport, used eBay for per¬ 
sonal use and looked at spe¬ 
cialised trade items online. 

Mr Renouf said: “He looked 
at some engineering and 
milling tools that he used in 
the manufacture of aircraft. 
He recognised some he was 
ordering and using. 

“Some even had numbers on 
the casing he was familiar 
with. One seller had multiple 
items and he identified some 
as used at Inflite.” 


Smith said he had access to 
various tool boxes and could 
get out anything he needed. 

He admitted stealing boxes 
of milling bits from Inflite by 
putting them in his pockets 
and selling them on eBay. He 
said he was £30,000 in debt. 

Gavin Capper, mitigating, 
said Smith initially took a 
packet home in his pocket by 
accident and kept it for two 
months. 

He continued: “Instead of 
taking it back he decided to 
stick it on eBay. He accepts he 
took these items to sell them 
to pay money off debts. 

“He regrets it. He had a good 
relationship with colleagues. 
Inflite is a large global com¬ 
pany and he felt he did have a 
place there and he’s sorry for 
everything he did, for letting 
them down.” 

The judge didn’t make any 
order for compensation 
because of Smith’s financial 
position. He said it was up to 
Inflite if it wished to pursue 
civil proceedings. 


FIRST it was cars... and now a 
borough councillor is calling for 
dogs to be banned from two 
town centre streets - for the wel¬ 
fare of both people and pets. 

At the town meeting last week, 
Cllr Gordon Cox asked Haverhill 
Town Council to support his idea 
to ban dogs from the High Street 
and Queen Street. 

The action will help to combat 
dog fouling, Cllr Cox said, and he 
is looking to find out what the 
public thinks of his idea. 

The councillor, who represents 
Haverhill East, told the Weekly 
News : “I speak to a lot of shop¬ 
keepers down the High Street 
and Queen Street and a number 
of them have said that there is a 
lot of dog mess outside their 
shops.” 

As well as clamping down on 
“irresponsible” dog owners, ban¬ 
ning the animals from both 
streets would stop them from 
getting their “paws and tails 
trodden on” and encourage own¬ 
ers to walk them in more open 
spaces, Cllr Cox added. 

“In a crowded shopping pre¬ 
cinct like we have, it is unfair on 
the dogs to keep getting todden 
on, and for someone smoking to 
flick ash, and it land on their fur. 

“I am sympathetic to dogs’ 
needs and people’s needs.” 
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With ah of the “open country¬ 
side” in and around Haverhill, 
there are plenty of other places 
for owners to walk their dogs, Cllr 
Cox also said. 

The proposal was met with neg¬ 
ativity at last week’s meeting - 
with town councillors saying 
they have not experienced any 
problems with dog mess in these 
areas and that it is “nonsense” to 
try and get the animals banned. 

Speaking at the meeting, Cllr 
Maureen Byrne, deputy mayor, 
said: “Haverhill does have a 
dreadful problem with dog foul¬ 
ing - but if it is in the High Street, 
I have never noticed it.” 

Cllr Roger Andre, town mayor, 
added that he was not “aware of 
any legislation” that would allow 
dogs to be banned.

New hospice centre opens

A NEW centre to support 
hospice patients and their 
families is now open for 
business. 

The St Nicholas Hospice 
Care patient outreach centre 
was formally opened on 
Saturday - and will now pro¬ 
vide a range of services and 
therapies for those in 
Haverhill five days a week. 

The centre, which is the first 
of its kind for the hospice, 
offers day therapy, family 
support and community 
nursing - but does not offer 
an inpatient service.

support. Patient Denise 
Griffin, of Haverhill, led the 
ribbon cutting. 

She said: “People who use 
the hospice know it is very 
beneficial. 

“You come away with a good 
attitude. Everybody’s always 
cheerful. It is not a place 
that’s morbid. It is a hive of 
activity. 

“This centre, for me and the 
people of Haverhill, is fantas¬ 
tic. For us to be the first in 
Suffolk - we’re not the poor 


relation, we’re the first - is 
great.” 

She was joined by Mandy 
Wilson, centre manager, 
Barbara Gale, chief executive, 
Canon Richard Norburn, 
hospice founder, and Cllr 
Roger Andre, town mayor. 

Cllr Andre said: “Everyone I 
meet in Haverhill tells me a 
story of someone they know 
who has benefitted from the 
help of the hospice. That the 
hospice has had the confi¬ 
dence to invest in us is won¬ 
derful. 

“And where else could you 
find a setting so appropriate 
to the work of the hospice.” 

The centre’s Haven Cafe can 


be used by the public, and is 
open from 9.30am until 
12.30pm every weekday. 

Treatments and services, for 
those with life-shortening ill¬ 
nesses and their families, will 
take place upstairs. 

The Burton Centre will be 
open Monday to Friday, from 
9am until 5pm. 

There will be appointments 
available for patients with 
doctors, nurse-led clinics and 
the physiotherapy team. 

The Registrar will continue 
to be based within the Burton 
Centre every Thursday, and 
the centre’s large community 
room will also to be used by a 
number of local groups.

Man, 45, caught 
filming up 
women’s skirts 


A HAVERHILL man who 
trawled the streets of 
Cambridge to film up the 
skirts of young women told a 
court he didn’t think he was 
doing anything wrong. 

Darren Ling, of Cramswell 
Close, Haverhill, amassed a 
library of up to 200 videos 
and stills of young women, 
often in short skirts, who he 
covertly recorded from 
behind. 

A court was told he would 
angle his camera up dresses 
so he could film women’s 
underwear and was also 
found with child abuse imag¬ 
es on his computer. 

But despite the revelations, 
the court heard his long-term 
girlfriend is standing by him. 

Graham Dailey, prosecuting 
at Cambridge Magistrates’ 
Court, said the defendant was 
caught when an off-duty 
police officer saw him acting 
strangely on July 10 in the city 
centre. 

He said: “Mr Ling is seen 
walking unnaturally close to 
a female and seemed to have 
something in his hand. 

“The female was wearing a 
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very short skirt and the offic¬ 
er realised Mr Ling had been 
filming up the girl’s skirt.” 

In an interivew with police, 
parts of which were read to 
the court, Ling, 45, said he 
filmed girls once a month in 
Cambridge, as well as at car 
boot sales and once in Suffolk. 

He said they were for his 
own personal use. 

Mr Dailey said: “Mr Ling 
said he left home at about 
9am with the intention of 
walking around the shops. He 
said if he saw any pretty girls 
he would film them. 

“He did not see what he was 
doing was wrong until he was 
arrested because the girls 
were not aware they were 
being filmed. 

“He said he had filmed them 
covertly because they would 
have been upset if they knew 
and they would feel violated if 
they knew what he was doing 
with the films.” 

When police searched 
Ling’s home they found 23 
child abuse images. Four of 


those were at level 4, the sec¬ 
ond most serious category 

One image involved a baby. 

He admitted two counts of 
outraging public decency, 
possession of indecent photo¬ 
graphs of a child and making 
indecent photographs of a 
child at a previous hearing. 

Paul Cammiss, mitigating, 
said his client, who has no 
previous convictions and was 
open with police from the 
start, was “very naive” when 
he initially told police his 
filming was harmless. 

He said: “He now does rec¬ 
ognise the seriousness of the 
offences and his partner sits 
at the back of the court. 

“She is quite horrified about 
what has happened, but she is 
very anxious that she needs 
his support as much as he 
needs hers.” 

He said his client “appreci¬ 
ated” the “shape of the female 
figure” adding there was no 
suggestion any of the victims 
were under the age of 18. 

Magistrates decided their 
powers of sentencing were 
insufficient and his case was 
sent to the crown court.

A MONTH of comedy, theatre, music 
and street entertainment is kicking 
off next week. 

This year’s Haverhill Festival is 
starting with a bang on June 12 - 
with a live broadcast from the 
National Theatre. 

Local people of all ages will find an 
event to suit their tastes, with a jam- 
packed programme for all the family 
running until July 6. 

The town’s ever-popular street fes¬ 
tival will return on July 5 - when a 
group of weird and wonderful enter¬ 
tainers will take over the High Street 
for the day. 

Nick Keeble, leisure manager, said: 
“For me this year’s festival is very 
‘Haverhill’ and that’s because it’s not 
just about getting in the big names 
but in the number of community 
and free events.” 

The traditional last night of the 
festival proms will be held at the Old 
Independent Church on July 6 - but 
this year’s finale will be a moving 
tribute to former mayor Les Ager, 
who died in 2013. 

Cllr Ager was much-involved in the 
town’s musical scene, and joined 
Haverhill Silver Band in 1953, before 
becoming musical director in 1964. 
He was also a founding member of

HAVERHILL students have 
been getting on their bikes as 
part of weekly workshops. 

Castle Manor Academy and 
Burton End Primary have been

Women steal £20 
cash from beauty 
salon staff room 


STAFF at a Haverhill beauty 
salon have spoken of their 
shock after money was stolen 
from their staff room. 

Three people were working 
at C&B Beautiful, on Queen 
Street, when the shop fell vic¬ 
tim to a distraction theft, car¬ 
ried out by two women 
“speaking with foreign 
accents”. 

The women entered the 
salon at 11.40am on May 27 
and asked Chloe Murphy, 
who came to serve them at 
the front desk, for an appoint¬ 
ment the next day. 

Following this, one of them 
asked to use the toilet. 

Ali Smith, a beauty thera¬ 
pist, said: “Chloe heard the 
staff room door open instead 
of the bathroom door and

caught one of the women try¬ 
ing to take a purse and phone. 

“She pretended that she 
wanted a tampon - they 
weren’t even trying to steal 
our stock, these were our per¬ 
sonal things.” 

After the women had left, 
staff realised £20 had been 
taken from Ali’s purse. 

“It was a bit of a shock real¬ 
ly,” she said. “You don’t expect 
it to happen. I completely 
trust this space, and you 
never think it’s going to hap¬ 
pen to you.” 

Ali, 18, has worked at the 
salon for a year and Chloe, 19, 
has been part of the team for 
two-and-a-half years. 

Darren Grimes, whose wife 


Caroline owns the salon, 
spoke of his disgust at the 
crime. 

“I want to see these young 
women stopped,” he said. 

“I feel that St Edmundsbury 
Borough Council isn’t doing 
enough regarding the CCTV 
camera system in Haverhill. 

“They will spend the money 
in Bury St Edmunds but they 
don’t care about Haverhill as 
much. My wife pays high rates 
- why can’t we have a better 
system for it?” 

A spokesman from Suffolk 
Police said that officers had 
spoken to staff at other salons 
following the incident, and 
that women, matching the 
description, had been in and 
asked to use their toilets. 

They had been refused. 


Plans move forward for south of town 


A PANEL of residents, which 
will present ideas to trans¬ 
form the south of Haverhill, is 
set to be finalised in two 
weeks. 

The People’s Panel will form 
part of a project, faciliated by 
Communtiy Action Suffolk, 
which could see £200,000 
spent in the town’s south 
ward. 

Meetings have already start¬ 
ed with local people in the 
area - and some of the ideas 
so far include improvements 
to Puddlebrook Playing 
Fields, additional equipment 
for lubilee Park and work on 


the green space at Argyle 
Court. 

Another suggestion was to 
improve the environment 
surrounding the parade of 
shops in the area around the 
Leiston Centre. 

Residents are being asked to 
consider what is in the area 
for particular age brackets - 
0-5, 6-11, 12-18, young fami¬ 
lies and 55 plus - and what 
they would like to see on offer. 

The money is being awarded 
through the People’s Health 
Trust and funds have been 
made available to three areas 
across Suffolk. The others are 


Kirkley in Lowestoft and 
Gainsborough in Ipswich. 

A series of meetings are due 
to take place over the coming 
weeks to finalise the main 
ideas for the area. These will 
then be submitted to the 
People’s Health Trust at the 
end of August, and a decision 
will then be made on releas¬ 
ing the money.

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Man jailed 
for bringing 
drugs to 
prison 

A MAN who tried to smuggle 
cannabis into a prison has been 
jailed for eight months. 

Asqhar Azam, 30, was spotted 
by staff at Highpoint Prison 
handing two cigarettes, 
containing the drug, to his 
brother on January 11. 

The 30-year-old told Ipswich 
Crown Court that he had bought 
the cigarettes for £20. 

Michael Crimp, prosecuting, 
told the court that suspicion was 
aroused in the prison visiting 
room when he made signals to 
his brother that he had something 
to hand over. 

David Wright, defending, said 
Azam, of Headington, Oxford, had 
no previous drug-related 
convictions. 

He had previously served a 
prison sentence, but had been 
trying to avoid involvement in 
crime. He missed the birth of one 
his children, because he was 
previously in prison, Mr Wright 
added. 

Azam had also been “under 
considerable pressure” from his 
brother when he agreed to 
smuggle the drugs. 

Judge Rupert Overbury said: 
“Those who are caught passing 
or attempting to pass drugs to 
prisoners in HM prisons can only 
expect a sentence designed to 
deter other people from doing 
so.”

“disgusted” with staff after she visited 
her surgery while pregnant last year. 

She said: “I finally got a doctors 
appointment after ringing for 90 min-

utes - but had to wait five hours for my 
appointment. 

“When I got there I waited 45 min¬ 
utes and still hadn’t been called and 
was starting to feel very ill. 

“I went to reception and hadn’t even 
been booked in - another 45 minutes 
later the doctor called me through. 

“He asked how I was, and told me I 
didn’t have to come to the doctors for 
every twinge.” 

Two weeks later, Beth was admitted 


to Addenbrooke’s with suspected pre¬ 
eclampsia, and she was induced at 37 
weeks. 

Annie Topping, chief executive at 
Healthwatch Suffolk, said it is impor¬ 
tant that services are delivered with 
“patients at their heart” and that feed¬ 
back will help with how facilities are 
run in the future.

ONLY 200 signatures are needed 
before a petition calling for a fair 
deal for Haverhill can be present¬ 
ed to borough councillors. 

The petition, launched in 
February this year by the Haverhill 
and Kedington Labour Group, is 
asking for the town’s share of the 
Council Tax Support Grant to be 
passed on, instead of being 
retained by St Edmundsbury 
Borough Council. 

Speaking at the annual town 
meeting on Tuesday last week, 
Diana Andre said that if enough 
signatures are collected, the peti¬ 
tion will be presented to full coun¬ 
cil at the borough on June 30. 

A minimum of 2,500 signatures 
are required before a petition can 
be debated in front of the borough 
council. 

If this goes ahead, the petition 
organiser will be given five min-

utes to present the argument. 
Councillors will then have 20 min¬ 
utes to discuss. 

As previously reported, Haverhill 
Town Council is set to lose £129,000 
over the next four financial years 
following a decision by the bor¬ 
ough council not to pass on a sum 
of money allocated to them by cen¬ 
tral government. 

All parishes and towns in St 
Edmundsbury are facing cuts, 
until their period of support is 
phased out completely. 

This year alone, Haverhill Town 
Council had to make additional 
savings of £32,000 to make up for 
the reduction.

Surveys due for 
A1307 plans 


ALL STAKEHOLDERS affect¬ 
ed by any potential develop¬ 
ments to the A1307 will be 
consulted before work takes 
place, the county council has 
confirmed. 

In a letter to Stuart Miller, 
chairman of Horseheath 
Parish Council, Dearbhla 
Lawson, head of transport, 
said a period of “study work” 
will take place to identify 
options for the Haverhill to 
Cambridge corridor. 

But first, traffic surveys on 
the route are going to take 
place to assess how many 
motorists use the road - and 
what the key challenges are to 
overcome. 

Mr Miller wrote to the coun¬ 
ty council in May to voice his 
concerns about dualling the 
road, and the effect it would 
have on Horseheath. 

He said: “We are not a very 
big village - we have about 
350 people, and 80 people 
came to our parish meeting to

discuss the main road for 
Haverhill becoming a dual 
carriageway. 

“There was a unanimous 
vote that we should write and 
express our concern to any¬ 
body who might want to lis¬ 
ten.” 

In her reply Ms Lawson said 
that the Transport Strategy 
for Cambridge and South 
Cambridge-shire, 
which has been 
planned to accom¬ 
modate growth in 
the area, aims to 
reduce the need to 
travel by car - and 
that sustainable 
modes of transport 
will become more 
accessible. 

But Mr Miller has said 
that Haverhill “should not 
have been allowed” to devel¬ 
op so much when it has no 
suitable roads out of town to 


carry the traffic. 

Mr Miller said: “Expanding 
the road or building a new 
road will allow Haverhill to 
grow at a detrimental rate to 
the villages along the road. 

“There is agreement 
amongst the villages that put¬ 
ting a road through the coun¬ 
tryside is just not desirable.” 
Ms Lawson added that work 
will take place to investigate 
options for a High 
Quality public 
Transport Scheme, 
and that study 
work and consul¬ 
tation with the 
public will start 
following the traf¬ 
fic surveys. 

Mr Miller said: 
‘We are very 
pleased that when 
the survey comes, they 
will be doing it by number 
plate recognition which will 
show exactly where the traffic 
is going.” 



Thousands with diabetes are undiagnosed 


APPROXIMATELY 2,500 peo¬ 
ple in West Suffolk who have 
Type 2 diabetes have not had 
it diagnosed, a charity has 
said. 

Diabetes UK has announced 
that in West Suffolk, around 
13,650 have diabetes. Only 
11,100 people have been diag¬ 
nosed. 

In an international survey of 


1,100 people who completed 
an online risk assessment to 
see if they were at high risk of 
having diabetes, over one in 
20 went on to be diagnosed by 
their GP. The charity are now 
urging people to take the 
online assessment to get type 
2 diagnosed earlier. 

Barbara Young, CEO, said: 
“If left unchecked, Type 2 dia¬ 


betes can lead to devastating 
health complications such as 
amputation, blindness and 
stroke. 

“I would urge anyone who 
has any of the risk factors to 
find out their risk status as 
soon as possible, whether 
online or at a local pharmacy 
or GP surgery.” Visit riskscore.

FRUITVALE STATION (15, 85 mins) 

AT approximately 9.15am on January I, 
2009, 22-year-old Oscar Grant III died on 
the operating table of Highland Hospital 
in Oakland, California. 

Several hours earlier, the young black 
man and his friends were detained by 
police at Fruitvale Station on the Bay Area 
Rapid Transit (BART) system that serves 
San Francisco. 

During chaotic scenes on the platform, 
one of the officers shot Grant in the back 
as he was being detained face down on 
the ground. 

Footage captured by witnesses on 
mobile phones and cameras sparked 
protests across the city. 

Fruitvale Station dramatises the final 
24 hours in the life of Grant (Michael 
B Jordan), recounted in chronological 
order except for a single emotionally 
devastating flashback in which the 
young man recalls a visit from his mother 
Wanda (Octavia Spencer) to San Quentin 
Correctional Facility to hammer home the 
damage he is doing to his young daughter 
Tatiana (Ariana Neal). 

On December 31, 2008, Oscar takes 
Tatiana to school then drops off his 
girlfriend Sophina (Melonie Diaz) at work. 

He heads to the grocery store to pick 
up two crabs from the fish counter for his 
mother's birthday and helps a customer 
(Ahna O'Reilly) with a cooking dilemma 
by putting her in touch with his grandma 
(Marjorie Shears). 

He also collars store manager Emi 
(Victor Toman) and we learn that Oscar 
lost his job two weeks ago and hasn't 
told Sophina. 

"For me to hire you back, that means 
I have to let someone else go. Someone 
who's never showed up late once. I like 
you man, but I can't do that," explains 
Emi. 

Bristling with frustration, Oscar stops 



briefly at a petrol station, where he 
witnesses a stray pitbull being knocked 
down. 

"Help!" screams Oscar as he cradles the 
dying animal. 

No one answers, foreshadowing the 
senseless loss of precious life in the film's 
closing moments. 

Fruitvale Station is a gripping portrait of 
a flawed man, who struggles to rebuild 
bridges and atone for his sins but always 
seems to be dragged back into the mire. 

Like the train that carried Oscar and 
his friends home from the New Year's 
Eve fireworks, Ryan Coogler's film has a 
relentless sense of momentum and won't 


be deviated from its tragic course, no 
matter how hard we will it. 

Jordan is terrific in the lead role - 
charming and volatile, cocksure yet 
desperately unsure how he will pay next 
month's rent. Diaz is luminous and Oscar 
winner Spencer, pictured, is mesmerising, 
staring at her boy's lifeless body and 
sobbing, "I told him to catch the BART. I 
didn't know they were gonna hurt him." 

Coogler opens with footage of the 
actual shooting and he retains the gritty 
realism in acutely observed scenes of 
family life. His script speaks from the 
heart and touches and rends ours with 
every word.

2014 tri goal at the first attempt.”
